To THE TAXPAYERS AND THE LEGAL VOTERS OF THE 
‘TOWN OF WINCHESTER. 


In concluding this, the one hundred and seventy- 
eighth annual town report, we beg to congratulate 
you, that during the year past you have suffered nei- 
ther from pestilence, fire, famine nor flood, and that a 
general condition of prosperity has prevailed in all 
your industries whether agricultural, manufacturing, 
commercial or professional. 

During the year you have witnessed the com- 
- pletion of your new town hall,at a cost in round num- 
bers for lot, furnishings and construction of $30,000, 
and it stands aS a monument declaring to all corners 
“our belief in ourselves” and of our civic pride in 
Winchester. 

Also we have adjusted the divisional line between 
the town hall lot and the Watkins hotel property ‘and 
defined the same with suitable stone posts from -the 
sidewalk on the front to the rear of the public library, 
a record of which agreement may be found in the 
Cheshire Registry, page 489, vol.362. The true front 
corner, easterly of the town hall lot, as determined by 
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survey, is at the intersection of two lines, one drawn 
from the southeast corner of the base of the soldiers’ 
monument 47 feet and one drawn from the northeast 
corner of the town hall 91 feet. A plan and descrip- 
tion are to be found in the office of the selectmen. 

The greatest municipal work ever undertaken by 
the town 1s near its completion, that of the construc- 
tion of the West Side State Road, which, when com- 
pleted, will represent au outlay of approximately 
seventy-five thousand dollars,the expense being borne 
in part by the state and in part by the town. The 
sub-surface work is all completed for the whole dis- 
tance. About 4 miles of grading and surfaciny is re- 
quired for the road’s completion. This will without 
doubt be accomplished during the year 1913. 

During 1912 the patrol system for the mainte- 
nance of the state road was adopted and so far has 
given general satisfaction. | 

The Legislature of 1911 enacted a new tax law, 
one that required an entirely new valuation for. ail 
taxable properties throughout the state, which were 
to be rated at their par value. This law found ex- 
pression through the Tax Commission, whose duty it 
was to enforce through the local boards of assessors a 
complete and full observance of the law. Foreseeing 
the many embarrassments and difficulties involved in 
this revaluation, we asked and you venerously gave 
us three additional assessors, two of whom had previ: 
ously served on the board of selectmen acceptably,and 
the third a gentleman of recognized business ability. 

Your board of assessors immediately placed them- 
selves in communication with the Tax Commission, 
making personally known to it the large and varied 
interests we wére called upon to value. In every in- 
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stance where any principal was involved the Commis- 
sion promptly instructed us, and where values were 
concerned its members were our advisers, and by their 
advice as to fact and person we employed an expert to 
value our wood and timber lands. Asaresult of these 
efforts there was found an increased valuation of 
$645,000. 

Another and by far more serious embarrassment 
was occasioued'byrthe amount of ithe appropriations 
made at the annual town’meeting in’*March. These 
amounted to $37,610.40,an amount larger by $9,287.57 
than the appropriations the preceding, year, namely 
$28,322 83. Accordingly every taxpayer’s fax, would 
be practically one-third greater in 1912 than in 1911 
without regard to the changed valuations. This is a 
condition to be made clear to,many of our taxpayers. 
As some compensation, however, it was possible to re- 
duce the tax rate fromethe $2 00 mark of.1911 to $1.80 
in 1912, this as a result of the increasedtigeneral valu- 
ation of the town. 

At this point we consider it but just to state that 
three suits atjlaw bave been‘iinstituted for abatement 
of taxes, one by a manufacturergand two by electric 
light and power companies. 

In closing we desire to say that every, municipal 
department has been run in'a highly‘satisfactory man- 
ner, both as to efficiency and econumy as the town re- 
port shows, and we,desire to commend all of the offic- 
ial staff for their efforts to give the town an honest, 
efficient and an economical administration for the year 
just closed.

Duriny the year your library has been enriched by 
the very valuable private library of the late Pliney 
Jewell of Haitford, Conn, This was donated to us in 
his will; also a fine o1] portrait of himself. From Mrs. 
S.inborn of Boston, Mass., we havea marble bust of 
her father, Harvey Jewell, Esq. This bust, with 
one of the elder Mr. Pliney Jewell, have been placed 
on pedestals in the main eutrance hall of our building. 

During the year your trustees bave installed a 
very Satisfactory scheme of electric lighting for the 
reading room, main entrance hall and the stack and 
delivery rooms, replacing the Rochester lamps, which 
we felt were becoming a menace to the safety of the 
building and its occupants.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board of Winchester, N. EL. | 

I hereby submit: for your consideration my first 
annual report of the condition and needs of the public 
schools of this town. 

The maintenance of good public schouls’ is prob- 
ably the most important duty of a community, because 
upon the pupils therein educated will in a few years 
devolve the important duty of citiz’nship. There are 
over 350 children attending the Winchester schools, 
whose welfare 1s, or should be, a matter of deep inter- 
est not only to the parents and the school officials but 
to every adult in the town, Many pirents are making 
great sacrifices in order that their children may have 
more advantages of education, perhaps, than they 
enjoyed. 

When I entered upon my supervisory duties here 
last September I was pleased to find the schools in 
charge of a body of teachers of inteyrity, intelligence, 
and capacity who are discharging their duties with 
great diligence and fidelity, actuated by the single 
purpose of advaucing the welfare of their pupils. 
The children as a whole are respectful, interested in 
their studies and ambitious to make the most of their 
educational oportunities. 

The elementary schools are now organized into 
nine grades. Children are required by law to enter 
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school when six years of age, while children five years 
old, or even younger, are permitted to enter. The re- 
sult is that children who enter at the age of stx years 
complete their elementary course, if they receive their 
regular promotions, at the aye ot fifteen years. The 
average aye throughout the country for completing 
the elementary course 1s about fourteen years. On 
the other hand many of the children who enter school 
at the aye of five years repeat the first year’s work 
and therefore are also fifteen years old, or more, when 
they complete the course. 

There is no doubt that in a rural community like 
Winchester the physical and the educational needs of 
children under six years of age are better met by a 
tree, uorestricted life in the open where nature may 
make her strong appeal to them through the senses, 
than by the cramped, narrow confines of the best 
school system ever devised by man. It would be there- 
fore in the best interests of the child that his schooling 
should be delayed at least until he reaches the age of 
SIX years. Nee ed 

Moreover it would be greatly to the physical ad- 
vantage of the child as well as for the convenience of 
the school exercises to provide first year pupils with 
moveable tables and chairs in place of the desks and 
seats fastened to the floor.. Desks and seats of im- 
proper shape and size influence pupils to assume faulty 
positions in which they quickly tire and become rest- 
less. It is recognized by authorities in school hygiene 
that a very distinct advantage comes from using in 
the schoolroom seats and desks that can be readily ad- 
justed to the needs of the child who occupies it. If 
enough adjustable desks of a good pattern to supply 
one room were annually secured, it would be only a 
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few years before all the rooms would be furnished 
with them. : 

Many of the outlying schoolrooms need renovat- 
ing in one or more of the following particulars: the 
ceiling whitened, the walls painted, the woodwork 
cleaned and varnished, and the desks scraped and shel- 
laced. 

For the most part the pupils are supplied with a 
well chosen list of textbooks, but the supply of supple- 
mentary material is altogether inadequate and a sub- 
Stantial addition is needed. Each of the unyraded 
schools, too, should be supplied with a set of wall 
maps. 

With the opening of a new school year it would 
be advisable to offer a course in handwork, including 
sewing and cooking for the girls and woodwork tor 
the boys. Handwork is a valuable fac!or in the train- 
ing of children. It rounds out the child’s education 
by teaching the more facile use of the} hand, and re- 
acts favorably upon other lines of school work. While 
a special teacher is desirable, valuab’e work can be 
done without one. The regular teacher is frequently 
trained to the work, aud the untrained teacher too, if 
enterprising, Can accomplish much good work, pro- 
vided she is willing to start the work the best she can, 
aud through her mistakes to learu to do better.
